28. (new) A transparent polymer substrate according to Claim 27, wherein the 
polycarbonate resin is a copolymer having 9,9-bis(4-hydroxy-3-methylphenyl)fluorene bisphenol 
and bisphenol A as bisphenol components, wherein the bisphenol A is present in an amount of 
10to90mol%.
